" ...display mode using the same size amount of a display... ". Invention III has separate utility 
for a system to modify displayed pixel such as "...display mode based on a characteristic of an 
application running on the processor". Invention IV has separate utility for displaying 
alphanumeric values such as "...only texture types of graphics information are displayed". See 
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MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, or Group III, or Group IV, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
